Your  Special  Committee  appointed  to  draft  a  Constitu- 
tion for  this  R.  AV.  Grand  Body,  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  completed  their  labors,  and  herewith  enclose  a  Consti- 
tution, By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order,  for  your  consideration 
and  adoption.  As  will  be  observed,  we  have  adopted  the  Con- 
stitution, etc.,  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  after 
making  such  verbal  alterations  as  were  necessary,  and  amend- 
ments to  tlie  folloAving  sections,  viz. : 

ARTiCLii  II.  Section  1.  Is  made  to  read  so  as  to  leave  the 
annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  commence  on  the 
second  Mt)nday  in  February,  in  each  year. 

AirncLE  IT.  Section  H.  Makes  the  basis  of  Representa- 
tion to  be  all  P.  (t.'s  in  the  Province  in  good  standing. 

Article  II.  Section  0.  Alters  the  ({uorum  to  that  of  eight 
Past  Grands,  in  addition  to  the  M.  W.  G.  M.  or  his 
Deputy.
